GENERAL   INFORMATION 

Each  student  is  required  to  register  in  person. 
Registration  will  be  held  in  the  Gymnatorium, 
Monday,  June  12,  1967,  8:30  A.M.  to  4:30  P.M. 
Applications  and  records  of  transfer  credits  should 
be  on  file  with  the  Registrar's  Office  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  Summer  Session. 

The  Summer  Session  is  an  integral  part  of  the 
regular  academic  year  and  the  same  regulations 
govern  the  conduct  and  standards  of  all  students. 
However,  ADMISSION  TO  THE  SUMMER  SES- 
SION DOES  NOT  CONSTITUTE  ADMISSION  TO 
THE  REGULAR  SESSION  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 

Summer  Session  courses  carry  the  same  amount 
of  credits  and  are  conducted  on  the  same  time 
basis  as  regular  session  courses.  Students  may  take 
a  maximum  of  9  semester  hours  during  the  Summer 
Session  which  meets  daily,  Monday  through  Friday 
for  eight  weeks.

Since  enrollment  in  these  courses  is  limited, 
application  for  admission  should  be  filed  in  advance. 
The  18  semester  hours  required  for  certification  may 
be  completed  in  two  summers. 

Teachers  interested  in  certification  in  Early 
Childhood  Education  (Nursery  and  Kindergarten) 
may  complete  requirements  for  certification  by 
taking  6  semester  hours  this  summer. 

Beginning  Freshman  courses  in  English,  Mathe- 
matics and  History  are  not  offered  in  Summer 
School.  A  pre-college  program  will  be  offered  for 
selected  graduates  of  high  schoo|s  who  plan  to  enter 
college  in  the  fall — classes  in  Basic  English,  Basic 
Reading,  and  Basic  Mathematics.  Enrollment  is 
limited  to  40  students.  It  is  expected  that  the 
majority  of  the  students  enrolled  in  this  program 
will  be  on  the  college  work-study  program  which 
will  pay  $1.25  per  hour  for  a  forty-hour  week.  The 
amount  earned  in  excess  of  board  and  room  and 
incidentals  may  be  applied  toward  the  expenses 
of  the  school  year  of  1967-68.
